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Camada Needs More Peopl 


In the development of the natural resources of Canada, and the result- 
ant increase in traffic for the transportation systems of the Dominion, is to 
be found the only permanent solution of the problem now presented by 
the annually recurring, and increasing, deficits in the operation of the Na- 
tional Railways. This was the view expressed in this column last weck, 
and further study of the question only serves to confirm and strengthen 
that opinion. i + ; 

Ve is gratifying to note, too, that the soundness of this suggested solu- 
ion is being urged more and mere upon the Federal Government and the 
people of Canada. Such influential men as Elon. T, A Crerar, President 
Beatty of the C.P.R., Sir Frederick Williams Taylor, general manager of 
the Banke of Montreal, and other leaders in Canadian affairs, support this 
view. , 

Tf in the development of our natural resources lies the solution of our 
railway problems—and if increased business will solve the railway problem 
it will likewise assist to solve other national problems of taxation and 
cconomics—then the question presents itsclf as to which of our many re- 
sources attention should first be turned as best calculated to quickly re- 
spond to well directed Government and individual effort. Also, in the 
light of existing world conditions, which of our resources will make the 
strongest appeal to the people of the world? Again, which of our re- 
sources, if more fully developed, will react upon and operate td bring about 
the development of other resources? 

There can be no two opinions as to the richest, the most important, 
the basic natural resources of this country. It is to be found in the agricul- 
tural lands spread over the Dominion from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
Valuable as are the mines, the forests, the fishcrics of Canada, and, neces- 
sary as they are to the upbuilding of a strong and self-contained nation, 
they individually and collectively take second place to agriculture. ~ 

The first essential to the development of the untilled acres of Canada’s 
fertile agricultural [ands is population. Without people the lands must 
remain idle and unproductive, Lacking workers on the land, crops cannot 
be produced. Unless our unsettled lands are peopled with workers who 
will produce, and through their production create traffic for the railways, 
all the economies in the world will not result in making those railways 
profitable, 

Furthermore, it is oaly through the placing of people on the land that 
the necessary demand will be created for manufactured products of all 
kinds, the demand for which will, in turn, force the development of our 
mineral and timber resources, and thereby create still further traffic for the 
railways and provide employment for an cver increasing body of artizans 
and skilled workers in shop and factory. 

Another million of people settled on farms in Canada and producing 
wealth from the soil would result in such a volume of produce for export in 
the shape of grains and livestock that many of our now unprofitable lines of 
railway would become paying prepositions, because for every dollar’s worth 
‘of produce shipped. ottt, the people on the land would. purchase a dollar's 
worth of goods to be shipped in, 

Yet there are people in this country whe are advocating the adoption 
of the most-stringent regulations to prevent immigration into Canada. 
Nothing could be more shortsighted. All will agree that the bars should 
be kept up against the mentally, morally and physically deficient. Canada 
docs not want such ag these, who are not producers, but who become a 
menace and burden to the state. But Canada docs need’and must have a 
large increase in immigration of the right type of pcople if it is te develop 
and prosper. 

The most prosperous period in Canadian history was during those years 
when immigration was flowing into this country at an unpreccdented rate 
and the vacant lands of the Dominion were being brought under cultiva- 
fion, Those were the ycars when, with the incoming of these pioneer set- 
tlers, dur citics, towns and villages grew apace; our railways were busy and 
constructing new branch lines as feeders; our manufacturers were con- 
structing larger factory buitdings an& cmploying many more workers, and 
activity was manifest in the development of natural resources of alt kinds. 

With the falling off in immigration, and with large national obligations 
incurred for transportation and other services which were provided to meet 
the expected continuance of the influx of new settlers, the slump came. 
‘Then the war put a stop to all immigration for over five years ,while at the 
same time it took its toll of millions of human lives. 

The opportunity again presents itself to secure a large volume of im- 
migration to Canada, and immigrants of the right type, too. Sound na- 
tional policy demands that full advantage be taken of the opportunity. If 
there ever was a time when Canada necded new people to assist in the de- 
velopment of our great resources, it is nows Immigration should be cn- 
couraged, and there should be no trouble in sclecting and climinating the 
small percentage of undesirables at the port of embarkation The great 
imajority of immigrants come to Canada to better their condition, and have 
a fairly clear idea in mind of what they are going todo. They should be

Good Profit in Poultry 


Alberta Farmer Who Kept Record 
Shows that Money Can be Made 
Out of this Side Line, 

An cxample of the profits that may 
be made with poultry on western 
Prairie farms is given by W. E, Deck 
ard who farms near Bassano, Alta. 
On January Ist, 1920, he had on his 
farm two hundred and fifty-cight 
White Leghorn hens. [Irom these 
hens they obtained and sold eggs to 
the value of $656.35. They used and 
sct eggs to the value of $283.90. ELhey 
also sold $105.79 worth of chickens 
and the value of the poultry they used 
at table was $1410. This makes a 
total of $1,060.14. Against this feed 
to the value of $73.99 was bought, and 
about $200 of grain raised on the farm 
was given to the hens. The net profit, 
therefore, amounted to $786.15—not a 
bad return from a side line.

The husband of the insulted woman 
particularly bloodthirsty and 
quite mad with rage, The young 
braves backed him up and _ were 
searching everywhere for A——}; no 
doubt it would have gone hard with 
him if his hiding place had been dis- 
covered, Our interpreter -taiked un- 
til he was hoarse trying to make some 
sort of settlement that night; they 
however would not treat. They would 
not smoke, but clamored for the 
guilty man and threatened to burn the 
fort over our heads. Of course we 
could on no account surrender him to 
ther far from tender.mercies, Next 
day, by good luck, Chicf Factor Mc- 
Donald returned sooner than expect- 
ed and there was a Grand Council 
held in the: large Ing:an reom of the 
fort, some forty of the leading Sioux 
being present. 

It was a fine sight and quite an edu- 
cation for us youngsters to sec this 
thin spare Scotclunan walking up and 
down before the assembled warriors 
and rating them as if they were a lot 
of school boys, 1 only. remember 
the general tenor of his remarks 
which were chiefly delivered through 
an interpreter, though at times He 
would break into bfoken Sioux inter- 
spersed with Gaelic and Cree, 

The speech follows: 

“Did: you never play the fool your- 
selves. when: full-of-fire.- water? The 
weman is not hurt. What is all 
this fuss about? You wait until my 
back is turned and then rush in here 
at-night trying’ to. scarce everybody.” 
Shaking his first at them, “I tell you, 
Sioux, if you are not more civil 1 will 
report you to the Queen’s Red Coat 
Soldiers at Fort Pelly. You cannot 
go back across the line as the Big 
Knives are waiting for you there, The 
Sioux nation will be wiped out like 
this” (clapping his hands together), 
and so on in much the same Strain, 

McDonald was right. The Mount- 
ed Police were being organized at 
Fort Pelly that summer and the very 
fact of their red coats (whose num- 
bers of course were very much exag- 


was 


gerated) had created a tremendous 
impression amongst all the Indian 
tribes, 


After a long pow-wow, the damage 
to the Sioux husband’s injured feel- 
ings was compensated ‘by a substan- 
tial payment, which amount was duly 
oharged-to the guilty clerk’s account, 
while he was smuggled out of the 
fort and sent back to his post with 
orders to stay there. Poor sinner, 
the company put up with his failings 
for some years and then dismissed 
him, and from that his course was 
downward, 

A peculiar incident took place with 
the Sioux a little latey on. A smail 
band of Crees had come in from the 
plains and camped on the west side 
of the fort (the Sioux were on the 
east). They were well supplied with 
buffalo robes, dried meat and pemi- 
can, also lots of ponics, This was 
very attractive to the Sioux who were 
as poor as the Crees were well off. 
They finally made friendly overtures 
to the Crees, which were accepted, 
and then challenged them to a great 
gamble, which was promptly taken 
up. 1 had never watched any Indian 
gambling so was very much interest- 
ed and had young McKay explain the 
procedure, which was simply a mat- 
ter of guessing right as to which hand 
held the button or whatever was used. 
The players, some eight or ten in 
number, sat opposite one another in 
a large tepcee, their laps covered with 
a colored blanket. Tom-toms were 
beating gently, louder, then furiously, 
while a continued “A,ha, A,ha” song 
went on in chorus, The hands were 
concealed, then waved in the air, and 
finally held rigid when the opponent 
made his choice. The stakes were all 
piled up in plain sight. 1 specially

behind their players, He they con- 
stantly referred to when big stakes 
were up and invariably won. So 
much so, that after playing all night 
the Crees were beaten to a finish, los- 
ing nearly all their wealth. The fame 
of the blind Sioux spread far and 
wide, and though many Indians came 
in to try their fortunes, they were in- 
variably losers, Was it telepathy, 


mind reading, or what? Anyway 


‘with his prophetic insight he revived 


the fortunes of the Sioux, and they 
shortly moved camp and. 1 acard no 
more of them, \ 

These Sioux, or Dacotah Indians, 
were not a pleasant people. Many 
of both ‘sexes were handsome, but 
they nearly all had a hard, fierce ex- 
pression, and a pleasant face was a 
rarity. Their tepees were scrupulous- 
ly clean and tidily kept, and they were 
all very particular about their per- 
sonal appearance. One could not 
forget in dealing with them hat their 
hands were red with much innocent 
blood of white people, and when 1t 
came to torturing helpless prisoners 
the women, it was claimed were the 
worst offenders. 

The Grand Yearly Council of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company had been sit- 
ting at Fort Carlton and we were all 
anxiously waiting for the return of 
Chief Commission Donal. A. Smith, 
and at last he and: his party, driving

in the case of an individual, w ould be 
called “nerves,” 

Take the case of the British. “They 
must control a large part af the trade 
of the world or they cannot thrive. 
They draw raw materials from all sec- 
tions of the globe and send back fin- 
ished goods.” If they lose their large 
markets their industries are imperiled. 
India is their largest single market for 
cotton goods. Without the trade of 
India Lancashire would be hard hit: 
In the war period Japan and America 
made heavy inroads in India. Great 
Britain has recovered considerable of 
the business, but is far from being 
back in her old position. 

Before the war Great Britain had a 
pronounced advantage in overseas 
trade by reason of shipping coal to 
many parts of the world—always hav- 
ing an outgoing cargo—and thereby 
being able to offer moderate freight 
rates on the return voyage. Now 
Great Britain has lost control of coal.! 
Production prices in Wales and Eng- 
land are so exccssive that British coal 
exports have declined from 70,000,000. 
tons a year in pre-war times to about 
one-third of that amount today. If 
Great Britain is to recover ber‘ posi- 
tion on the sea it must bé through de- 
velopment of ‘oil suppliés.* In’ this 
she is far behind:America. . 

Through mandate and by conquest 
Great Britain’ ‘added to her domain, 
owing to the war, 1,500,000 square 
miles of territory—an area about 
equal to all of the United States east 
of the Mississippi. It is questionable 
whether this is an agsct or a liability.

It is not unlikely the British, in des- 
perate cndcavor to recover their for- 
cign commerce, will do many, things 
that will irritate Americans, especially 
as America has a merchant ,»marine 
second only ‘to the British, ‘In two 
big markcts—Soith “America and the 
Far East—the British and Americans 
will be sharply competitive. The Brit- 
ish will have the advantage of long ex- 
perience and well-established banking 
and commercial agencics, The Ameri- 
cans will be favored by ability to fin- 
ance new developments ‘and !make 
government and other loans that in- 
fluence trade. 

Trance, always mercurial, has 
swung from  cxcessivé’ praise of 
America to carping ¢riticism. Why 
not? By legislative act’ we have de- 
prived her of the great market for one 
of her chief products—wine. The 
millions of dollars she got yearly for 
her champagnes are cut off. She is 
punished additionally by the debase- 
ment of the franc when, with it, she 
is compelled to buy American goods, 
From champagne, still wines and the 
tourist traffic she nearly balanced her 
import trade. 

Now shic faces an adverse trade bal- 
ance, aggravated greatly by the loss 
of her wine and tourist income. Strug- 
gling under a burden of taxation 
which no other people would endure 
without repudiation or revolt, and 
feeling that she has been deserted by 
her friends after she has suffered the 
most of all the nations in the war, 
she should be excused if at times she 
indulges in tempéramental outbursts.

History. of the Potato 


Tercentenary of the Planting of the 
First Potato in America to be 
Observed. 

Next December, the tercentenary of 
the planting’ of the first potato in 
North America, will be celebrated. 
“The potato entered this Country,” 
Dr. Laufer said in an address before 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, “not as sur- 
mised by De Catidolle, through an al- 
leged band of Spanish adventurers, 
but in a perfectly respectable manner 
from Bermuda, where it had been in- 
troduced some years previously from 
England. It is a prank of fortune 
that the potato, originally a denizen 
of Chile and Peru, appears as a natur- 
alized ‘Englishman in the ‘United 
States. The potato had arrived in 


Summer All the Year Round 


The Earth Is Swinging Toward a 
Warm Period. 

Once upon a time the British Isles 
were as cold as Greenland, and it was 
winter nearly all the year round. 
Earlier than that there was a tune 
when cinnamon and palm grew where 
London is now, and it was summer all 
the year round and every year. Earlier 


still the land was buricd under ice and }. 


snow, and still’ carlicr (when the 
sources of British coal -were being 


Jaid-down) it was covered with a‘hot,. 


steaming, tropical forest. In fact, the 
earth ‘hag’ swung backwards and for- 
svards, like an immense stately pen- 
dulum, giving our corner of it alter- 
nate periods of intense cold and gen- 
ial warmth, with intermediate periods 
of mixed ‘warmth and cold At cither 
end of each swing there were no 
yearly seasons. The earth is still

Great Difficulties of Producing Com- 
mercially Valuable Resistant 
Varieties, ; 

The: extreme difficulty of produc- 
ing a rust-resistant wheat is outlined 
P. Thompson; professor of bio- 
logy -at.the Saskatchewan University, 
in a paper read at the recent Saska- 
toon conference and entitled “Brecd- 
ing Wheat for Rust Resistance.” 

At the outset, the speaker differ-¢ 
entiated between ‘a rust-resistant 
wheat anda rust-escaping wheat, that 
is, one which cscaped rust by reason 
of carly maturity or other reasons. 
Up to the present ‘time, varicties that 
are truly rust resistant ar¢ those, 
which have no commercial value. 

The speaker declared that. he had 
tested practically all the varicties, 
for which rust- resistance had been 
claimed, in addition to hundreds of 
varieties from nearly every wha t- 
growing country in the world. © “Out 
of all the varietics tested,” said the 
speaker, “less than a dozen showed 
true resistance, and of these none are 
of commercial value for other reasons, 
unless it be one or two of the Macar- 
oni type, whose drawbacks are fami- 
liar, Practically all the resistant 
varietics are durums or emmers. No 
consistently resistant bread wheats 
have been found.”

An Underground City 


Familiar Streets in London are Found 
’ Duplicated Below, 

- A man may spend the whole of his 
life in London and yet never sct eyes 
on that wonderful underground city 
which sttetches its maze under the 
“Babylon of bricks” with which he is 
familiar, says Tit-Bits. ; 

IIe has, in fact, without realizing 
it, been walking over a buried city, 
with its network of scores of miles 
or streets, 

And yet this silent subterrancan 
London. niay’ be explored by anyone 
who will take the trouble to get the 
necessary permission, 

We descend to our underworld be- 
neath the Holborn Viaduct and find 
ourselves in a well-lighted vaulted 
passage, with a well-paved floor and 

walls faced with white bricks. Be- 
side us run the pipes of the gas and 
water companics, troughs containing 
the wires of the Electric, Company, 
and the telegraph wires of the General 
Post Office. Overhead run the pneu- 
matic tubes through which the writ- 
tei telegrams are blown from the dis- 
trict offices to St. Martin’s-le-Grand. 

As we wander on we find passages 
branching off to tight and left, each 
labelled with the name of the street 
above it. Thus, walking westward 
along Flect Street, we see Shoe Lane 
Icading off to our right, Whitefriars | 
and” Bouveric Streets to our left, and 
so” on;' cach familiar“London strect 
having its’ duplicate in our subter- 
ranean city, and each house above 
having its corresponding number be- 
low. Att intérvals we find shafts 
communicating ‘with the upper world, 
admitting light and air; and through 
them we hear the tramp of fcet and 
the rumble of wheels, 

Now we hear the mufiled rush of 
a train beneath our fect again 
through a grating we sce a busy 
station ‘far below wa. 

If we wish to carry our explora- 
tion farther we must equip ourselves 
in a rough smock,sca-boots, and a 
sow-wester, With candle in hand, 
let us descend into the dark depths 
beneath ‘Farringdon Street, and make 
our first acquaintance with the his- 
toric’ Fleet River, which once flowed 
through green fields from the ve 
of Hampstead. 

Now we find ourselves in‘a vaulted 
channel four’ yards High, through’ 
which the -waters “of the Fleet’ River 
flow swiftly towards the Thames. As 
we, proceed the sound of falling ' water 


are looking on a cascade which pours 
its waters with a roar into those of 
the Flect. <A waterfall beneath the 
hurrying: traffic of Ludgate Circus! 

But the most remarkable part of un- 
derground London still remains to be 
secn—the great, far-spreading system 
of sewers, The sewers of London 
are so long that, in a straight line, 
they would stretch from Sees to 
Rome. 

These sewers 
enormous that they will carry away 
daily the contents of a lake as large 
as Hyde Park and three and a quar- 
ter feet deep. Some of them have a 
diameter of over twelve feet; their 
fall ranges from two feet to fifty fect 
in the mile. 

Nor have we yet exhausted the 
wonders of hidden London. Deep 
below the city run hundreds of miles 
of enormous gas and water mains; 
and.in between, at different levels, is 
the most wonderful network of un- 
derground railways in the world. 

There are wine-vaults which con- 
tain thousands of casks of wine, Be- 
neath St. Paul's Churchyard there is 


a spacious well-equipped restaurant 


where hundreds take their meals 
daily; and this is but one of many 
underground cating-houses, while 


there are bakeries which daylight 
never enters, 

Near the Strand you have a dip in 
an underground bath into which Sev- 
erus may have plunged seventeen 
centuries ago,

The great work of civilization, and 
commercial’ development which Ger- 
many has carried on in her colonies 
for the benefit of all nations is being 
destroyed under British rule through 
the incapacity of the administration 
and greed of her capitalists. What 
else could be expected from the rul- 
ers of India and Ircland? 

It has been plain for some time 
that the old German propaganda 
machine has been started up at full 
speed, But it turns out the same old 
transparently stupid products.

Work of The 
Red Cross 


Giving Medical Attention to Those 
Who Live in Remote Districts, 

A Red Cross worker i®% one of the 
primitive sections of the west made a 
discovery last summer. She visited 
a sawmill camp and, while there, dis- 
covered two men, one of who had 


chopped half his foct off with his axe |. 


and was unable to get any treatment 
for it. The other had suffered a kick 
in the chin from a mule and the jaw 
bone was broken, He was unable to 
get the bone set. Both travelled 30 
miles to a place where they hoped to 
find a doctor and they travelled in 
vain. When they arrived there they 
were all in. They were put to bed 
and remained there until, as in the 
case of animals, their hurts healed and 
they were able to go back to their 
work, The net result of their failure 
to receive attention at the proper 
time, or, indeed, at any time, is that 
one will limp badly for life and the 
other will have a terribly disfigured 
face. 

The Red Cross, organized for peace, 
will, by its guidance and expert ad- 
vice, make it possible for all such far 
away communities to have something 
like adequate medical and nursing at- 
tention by ‘equipping hospitals and 
murses’ quarters and providing suit- 
able surgical and medical supplies for 
_the treatment of all such and similar 
cases, whether of accident, disease or 
what not, 

Not only that, but the Red Cross 
aims to give lessons in first aid to the 
sick and injured and to teach people 
who, by reason of the nature of their 
occupations, must live far from medi- 
cal and nursing aid, just what they 
should do to aid sufferers who come 
within the zone of their influence, 

The Red Cross, it is realized, is 
needed now more than at any other 
time in the history of the country, 
and it is earnestly hoped by those 
who are endeavoring to organize the 
humanitarian forces of the world 
that Western Canadians to the very 
Jast man and woman, boy and girl, 
will join the Red Cross when. the 
campaign is on from June 5 to 11,

general agricultural agent of the 
C.P.R., in a letter of F. Hedley Auld, 
deputy minister of agriculture, 
‘Mr, <Acheson states that if the 
municipalities will provide the poison 
to the section foreman at cost, in- 
Btructions will be issued to foremen 
to distribute the bait, the work to be 
done by the section gangs under the 
supervision of the Government offi- 
cials in charge of the general cam- 
Paign, 

In the opinion of the officials of 
the Department of Agriculture the 
grasshopper menace promises to be 
as serious this year as last, though 
the centre of attack may be slightly 
changed, some of the older districts 
badly infested last year being more 
frec of the pests, while it is expected 
that some districts comparatively im- 
mune last year may have to be pre- 
pared for a strenuous attack.

The Yukon, 


In 25 years, with an efficient devel- 
opment programime, J. T, Burns, en- 
gineer, geologist and Yukon pioncer, 
believes the northern country will be 
producing $500,000,000 annually, “Can- 
ada’s great opportunity lics in the 
north,” he stated, 

“IT have spent 20 years in the 
Yukon,” Mr, Burns continued, “and 
have panned it from one end to the 
other, so I may be said to know the 
Yukon as well as most old sour- 
doughs. But from what I have seen 
of the Laird River and its head 
streams J am convinced that for pro- 
duction it could outdo the Yukon,” 

Mr, Burns is urging construction of 

a railway from Stewart into the Laird 
country about the confluence of the 
Dease and Frances Rivers, and thence 
north to Fort Norman or east to Fort 
Simpson, at the confluence of the 
Laird and Mackenzie, This road, he 
Points out, would not only tap the 
newly discovered oilfields, but would 
open up the Groundhog coal country 
and the placer gold and quartz dis- 
trict west of Fort Simpson. 

The Portland Canal, Mr. Burns in- 
sists, is the logical outlet for the min- 
eral products of the Mackenzie River 
basin, and he backs up his contention 
by reference to the map. From 
Stéwart to Fort Norman is approxi- 
mately 625 miles, 275 miles less than 

from Edmonton to Fort Norman. 
From Stewart to Fort Simpson is ap- 

proximately 500 miles, 150 miles less 

than from Edmonton to Fort Simp- 
son, In addition to this, Stewart is 
at tidewater, while Edmonton is hun- 
dreds of miles away from it,
